“We’ve even 
studied the heart’s reaction 
to walking on the moon. 
“But data on the heart in 
the 
bedroom 
is 
almost 
nonexistent.” 
“Yet,” 
he added, 
“to 
m o s t 
pe o pl e 
wi t h 
cardiovascular difficulties, 
sexual 
activity 
is 
an 
important aspect of daily 
living. It’s certainly a more 
common one than handball 
or walking on the moon.” 
Wagner challenged recent 
reports that sex with a new 
p a r t n e r 
was 
m o r e 
dangerous to a heart patient 
than sex with a spouse. He 
told colleagues at a recent 
national conference on the 
heart and lungs that they 
should accept such reports 
with “healthy skepticism.” 
He said such statements 
might only reflect errors of 
reporting. 
“If a man dies of a heart 
attack in a hotel room after 
i n t e r c o u r s e 
wi t h 
a 
prostitute, that fact is likely 
to be included when the 
c a u s e 
of 
de a t h 
is 
determined,” said Wagner. 
“ But if he dies in bed after 
intercourse with his wife, 
it’s 
more 
likely 
to 
be 
recorded simply that he 
died in bed.” 
Wagner, who is director of 
th e 
U n i v e r s i t y 
of 
Washington 
psychology 
training program, said that 
10 per cent of the men who 
suffer myocardial 
infrac­ 
tion also are classified as 
impotent although there is 
no physiological cause. 
“This must be considered 
to be a fear response,” he 
said. “It probably could be 
alleviated 
with 
adequate 
counseling.”

Satellite to look for cold water 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI i— Government oceanographers 
hope a weather satellite set for launch next week will help 
them find two huge swirling masses of cold water last seen 
moving southward in the Atlantic Ocean toward the warm 
waters east of Florida. 
Little is known about the.se cold water eddies, but 
scientists believe they could affect weather along the 
Eastern Seaboard. 


Three of these circular eddies —several degrees cooler 
than surrounding waters -have been sighted this year. 
They range in size from about 70 miles to 100 miles in 
diameter and each revolves counter-chxikwise as it moves 
southward in the Atlantic after forming north of Bermuda 


The first of the cold water masses was literally cut in half 
as it moved onto the continental shelf 250 miles east of St 
Augustine, Fla., in April. Two more were sighted in July, 
one 300 miles east of Savannah, Ga . and one southeast of 
Cape Hatteras, N.C. Both were moving toward the 
southeast at about two miles a day. 


Dr. Alan E. Strong, oceanographer in charge of studying 
the phenomena for the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAAi. said the northern edge of the 
more southerly eddy was last seen east of Brunswick, Ga , 
and he calculated that it is now somewhere east of St. 
Augustine. It IS known as fCddv No. 2 


Two identifying markers were dropped in Eddy No. 2 in 
July and Strong said a research vessel from the University 
of Rhode island will search for the cold water mass off 
Cape Kennedy late this month. 


But he said in a telephone interview from Washington 
that he hopes an NOAA satellite scheduled for launch Oct 9 
from Vandenberg Air B'orce Base, Calif , will find the 
eddies first. The satellite will carry an improved heat 
sensing device that Strong said should be able to detect 
water bodies of varying temperature down to a half mile in 


diameter 
When last sampled, the surface water in Eddy No 2 was 
about 65 degrees fahrenheit. about 8 degrees cooler than the 
surrounding sea

W h e r e should I try to 
place the ball? 


Your most effective shot 
is usually low and down the 
center 0? the court because 
it lessens the opponent’s an­ 
gle of return.

Free press — public freedom 


Next 
week 
is 
being 
observed 
as 
Newspaper 
Week 
in 
com m unities 
throughout the nation. Anyone who truly 
reflects on the role of modern newspapers 
in today’s society is reminded anew how 
wise were those men who wrote into the 
First Amendment to the U.S. Constitution 
the guarantee of a free press. 
Thomas Jefferson once said he would 
prefer to live in a country with newspapers 
but without government rather than a 
country 
with 
a 
government 
but 
no 
newspapers. 
“ No experiment can be more interesting 
than what we are now trying,” he wrote on 
another occasion, “and that which we 
trust will end in establishing the fact that 
man may be governed by reason and truth. 
Our first object, therefore, should be to 
leave open to him all the avenues of truth. 
Row do you go about giving the citizen a 
clear shot down the avenue of truth? The 
most effectual method hitherto found is 
freedom of the press.” 
It still is. 
To benefit from a good press, the public

should zealously defend press freedom 
even when it hurts. 
Freedom of the press is not a press 
freedom but a public freedom, a public 
possession and right, and in many ways the 
public’s stoutest weapon. 
To deserve its freedom, the press should 
.strive to be full, fair and factual. But a 
free people does not leave it to the 
government to decide what is full, fair and 
factual. 


The greatest strength of a free press is 
not points of similarity, but in the points of 
difference. In the production of news every 
step involves the conscious intervention of 
some news-gatherer, and two accounts of 
the same event will never be the same. 


The 
threat 
to 
the 
liberties 
of the 
individual is always possible. External 
vigilance on the part of the public is 
essential, and that is why once a year 
Newspaper Week seeks to focus attention 
on Freedom of Expression — a priceless 
heritage bought with blood and tears over 
many years. 


Big gainer 


Washington — While President 
Nixon was the first to cross the tape, 
the race to Peking is in fact being 
won by Japan’s Premier Kakuei 
Tanaka. It is in reverse order the old 
fable of the tortoise and the hare. 
Japan, as tortoise, 
has the means and 
the 
freedom 
of 
choice to stay the 
course even though 
the 
nimble 
hare, 
contrary to Aesop, 
won the first heat. 
The 
comment 
on 
success in Peking in opening a new 
era between the two Asian powers 
has 
largely overlooked 
a 
vita! 
element. The Japanese are prepared 
to make large loans to Peking to 
initiate a two-way trading system 
expected to reach many billions of 
dollars within less than a decade. 
In Tokyo late last year this 
reporter talked with several leading 
Japanese industrialists who had just 
been in Peking for meeting with 
Premier 
Chou 
En-lai 
and 
the 
p rin c ip a l 
C hinese 
o ffic ia ls 
concerned with foreign trade. They 
had no doubt of the great potential 
trade to be developed in the future 
when 
— 
with 
the 
Nixon 
trip 
projec ted for early in 1972 — Japan 
would 
norm alize 
diplom atic 
relations with Peking. 
One of the industrialists, Shigeo 
Nagano, chairman of Nippon Steel, 
spoke of how impressed he was by 
the steady, sound economic planning 
as he had observed it in the People’s 
Republic of China Japan could thus 
confidently consider placing large 
loans 
to 
help 
develop 
China’s 
industry and begin the transition 
from what is today an agricultural 
economy to a modern state 
We will not call these loans 
re p a ra tio n s , 
N agano 
said , 
discussing the advances that would 
come from Tokyo But, in effect, 
they might almost be considered 
compensation 
for 
the 
fearful 
destruction 
wreaked 
by 
the 
Japanese armies in nearly 20 years 
of war against mainland (?hina 
China, in Nagano's opinion, is a good 
credit risk. 
With trade with the mainland 
greatly expanded — it now runs at 
about $800 million annually each 
way — underwritten by government 
loans 
the 
imports in the first 
instance would be soy beans and 
other agricultural products. Japan’s 
soy beans now come from Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa and other midwestern 
states. Later Japan would take 
coking coal, most of which now 


com es 
from 
West 
V irginia; 
petroleum, 
and 
other minerals. 
Japan will export her advanced 
technology in a half-dozen fields. 
What this can mean to the current 
of trade with Japan, America’s 
second most important customer — 
second only to Canada — hardly 
needs 
underscoring. 
So 
far 
as 
trading with China goes, the United 
States needs very little that China 
can sell. But Japan, as an island 
nation that must trade to live, needs 
a whole roster of raw materials. 
Aside from geography and an 
Asian 
kinship, 
two 
profoundly 
important differences set Japan 
apart from the United States in the 
China competition The line between 
the heads of industry and the 
officials who direct the government 
is almost indistinguishable. The 
identity is so close that the very idea 
of an antitrust law is alien. At the 
same 
time 
he 
was 
in 
effect 
negotiating 
with 
Chou 
En-lai, 
Nagano was responsible for the 
direction of a deal with the Soviet 
Union involving $2.5 billion for oil. 
natural gas, timber and minerals 


out of Siberia. 
The second difference related to 
the first is the close homogeneity of 
the Japanese people. Aside from 
perhaps 600,000 Koreans, many of 
whom 
have 
lived 
there 
for 
generations, they are one. The 
radical 
student phenomenon, as 
elsewhere in the world, has been 
troubling Yet when the chips are 
down they come together even 
under circumstances, as in the 
second world war, so adverse as to 
be nearly total disaster. 
This is evident in the reaction to 
the 
two 
Nixon 
shocks 
— 
the 
announcem ent 
without 
prior 
warning of the President’s mission 
to Peking when the two nations had 
agreed not long before to concert 
their policies and the devaluation of 
the dollar and the 10 per cent import 
charge, again without warning The 
visitor to Japan .soon heard when 
traditional inhibitions were broken 
down that this was dual diplomacy, 
betrayal of Japan. But that is 
submerged today as the Japanese 
react with characteristic vigor to a 
new reality

WASHINGTON — Information is 
the currency of democracy Nobody 
understands this better than the 
omnipresent corporate lobbyists in 
Washington who work daily to keep 
control of crucial information and 
deny It to the citizenr'^ 
B ehind 
ev ery 
scandal coming out 
of Washington re­ 
cently, 
from 
the 
misuse of campaign 
contributions to the 
big gram deal, there 
was involved sup­ 
pression of 
infor­ 
mation which the 
public had a right to 
have. 
But 
system atic 
secrecy 
by 
government-business collusion has a 
much longer history. One of the key 
legislative 
benchmarks 
for 
the 
rmxlern wave of .secrecy is the little 
known Federal Reports Act of 1942. 
The idea behind the Act was to spare 
mostly 
small 
businesses 
from 
having to fill out a mass of overlap­ 
ping questionnaires to be approved 
by the Bureau before being sent to 
industry or commerce 
As a result, specialized, often 
highly technical, surveys by such 
agencies as the Federal Power 
Commission or the Department of 
Agriculture, had to be funnelled into 
this ‘‘Khyber I’ass" for clearance 
Since the Bureau of the Budget, now- 
renamed the Office of Management 
and Budget (OMBi, had insufficient 
staff. 
It 
agreed 
with 
business 
interests that corporate advisory 
committees would be set up to 
review 
these 
questionnaires 
In 
short, the companies decided pretty 
much what the government would 
ask them 
These advi.sory committees met 
in secret with the Budget Bureau 
staff and were successful in getting 
questions dropped or revised or in 
delaying the entire process. 
Knowing 
of 
this 
screening 
process, 
many 
federal 
agencies 
simply gave up preparing such 
surveys or scaled their probing 
down. Or they would meekly endure 
fantastic 
delays 
in 
getting 
the 
Bureau’s approval. 
All this has affected people around 
the country. If the government is 
supposed to conduct consumer and 
environmental 
and 
job 
safety 
programs, for example, it needs 
information 
from 
the 
business 
community. For almost seven years 
in the Sixties, the federal water 
pollution control agency could not 
obtain final approval for a survey of 
company 
polluters 
around 
the 
country. It wanted to find out more 
precisely what, how much, and 
where they were dumping their 
deadly wastes so that it could make 
sound policy recommendations and 
do its job under the law. Industry 
representatives on these advisory 
committees to the Budget Bureau 
effectively 
delayed and thereby 
blocked the survey year after year. 
Back in the early Sixties, the 
Federal Trade Commission wanted 
to survey large corporations about 
economic concentration and mono­ 
polies 
Once 
again 
the 
Budget 
Bureau proved too formidable a 
hurdle. 
The 
laws 
governing 
these 
agencies 
provide 
them 
with 
a u t h o r i t y 
to 
o b t a i n 
such 
information 
But 
the 
Federal 
Reports Act has bt*en used to pile on 
another clearance proc'edure by the 
White 
House 
under 
the secret 
guidance of the companies that are 
supposed to be regulated 
In the late Sixties, Senator Lee 
Metcalf (D , Montanai asked the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
to 


obtain more detailed information 
from 
electric 
utilities 
on 
the 
amounts they spend for political and 
lobbying activity. The FPC told him 
it would require permission from 
the Budget Bureau. The Senator 
began to look into the Bureau's 
relationship 
with 
the 
business 
advisory committees. Out of this 
inve.stigation have come a few 
changes by the Bureau — opening 
some 
meetings 
and 
providing 


written minutes 


But, more importantly, a law to 
open 
up 
and 
discipline 
these 
advi.sory committees throughout the 
government has passed the Senate 
and 
House. 
A 
House-Senate 
Conference is presently ironing out 
differences and although a weaker 
version 
will 
emerge 
than 
the 
Metcalf 
supporters 
would 
have 
liked, another step will be taken to 
achieve a more open government
